St. Petersburg, .Tune 3.— Lieut.-Geii- 
eral Slinski, chief of stud', through Gen- 
eral Kuroputkiu, transmits to the min- 
ister of war, under date of June 2nd, 
it report of General Stoessel, dated Port 
Arthur, May 28, us follows : "After u 
tierce battle lusting two days, I ordered 
I out position at Kiucliou to he evacuat- 
ed in the evening. We had opposed 
to us at least three divisions with LI0 
guns. Tlio enemy's tire, particularly 
that from four gunboats and six tor- 
pedo boats, completely annihilated our 
itteries mounted at Kinoliou. The 
Fifth Itegimeut, which was posted on 
litis spot, stood their ground heroically. 
The lire of this regiment was as well 
as that of our butteries, mid the giui- 
boni Bobr, off Klioun, inllicted euor- 
lnous losses on the Japanese. Our losses 
amounted to thirty ofiicers and eight 

liulidrod i i killed or wounded. We 

blew up our guns which the Japanese 
•litnt not put out of action. It would 
not have been expedient to bring up 
siege, artillery during tile uercc ngur- 
ing. The battle, May lilith, began nt 
5 a.m., and lusted until 8 p.m., when 
I ordered the position evacuated gradu- 
ally. The explosion of a number of 
our mines and fougad'es was rendered 
impossible because the Japanese turned 
our position immediately. The Japan- 
ese advanced through water up to their 
waists under tbe protection of their 
ships. The spirit of our troops is ex- 
cellent." 

The best informed military circles at- 
tach 'iio importance to the reports that 
General Kuropatkin has detached a 
large force from his army at Liaoynng 
and despatched it southward to relieve 
Port Arthur, and it distinctly is de- 
nied that the Emperor Nicholas person- 
ally ordered such a movement. It can 
be stated authoritatively that .the Em- 
peror's confidence in Kuropatkin is un- 
shaken, and Hip Majesty is not at- 
tempting to interfere with his plan of 
campaign

Kiucliou, June I!.— The Japanese have moved a division u,p to Pulandicn 
as a screen for their operations on the Kwautung peninsula, and also to ar- 
rest a possible Russian advance intended to interfere with the siege opera- 
tions. 

Liaoyiing, June 3.— General Kuroki's outposts now hold the line at Liao- 
pudseuseli and Ohaulidzy. The Japanese forces disembarking ut Takushan 
have reached Ulaossa and l-'euwangeh eng. The Japanese landing at Pitsewo, 
Linotuug peninsula, continues. The Chinese are again willing to accept 
Russian paper roubles.

INTERESTS IN EAST 



Berlin Foreign Office Denies Ex- 
istence of An Oft Quoted 
Aflrecment. 



Berlin, June 3. — A representative of 
tlie Associated Press called the atten- 
tion of the foreign office to the state- 
ment made in. an English newspaper re- 
cently that an alleged agreement be- 
tween Jiussiu and Germany, made last 
tail, iii.-cording to which Russia must 
k'-ep a certain effective licet in the Fur 
I'.nst, has now lapsed by reason of tile 
successes of tho Japanese. The foreign 
oiilee replied that no such agreement 
existed .and added that the Far Kastern 
squadron was not discussed by Cliam- 
eellor \ on .Buelow an<| Foreign .Min- 
ister Uimsdorff at Wolsporuui any way. 

Neither did Emperor William not 
Emperor Nicholas cuter in t o any agree- 
ment regarding the Fur East, though 
the foreign office admitted that the 
Gorman Emperor may have cailled Em- 
peror Nicholas' attention to the dangers 
threatening Kiissi.a there as likely to 
cause trouble soon. 

'I'lie foreign office further called at- 
tention to a London newspaper's asser- 
tion that the Limited States is desirous 
ol an iiitiriiarional conference to bring 
about the ending of the war, and that 
Germany approves it. Gernmiv, it was 
assorted at the wa.r office, wants u.n 
early termination of hostilities as much 
as any oilier nation, hut she has not 
taken a position with reference to the 
conference because she bus not been 
approached on the subject. Germany 
recognizes that llussiu is not In a posi- 
tion to begin measures looking to peace.

Tie report of Dr. Maclmren 
regarding the question of enlarging the 
powers of tlio synods of the church was 
laid on tho table. Dr. Torrance's re- 
part giving statistics of the denomina- 
tion for the past year, was received 
and commended. The numbers of min- 
isters on the voll js 1,259, and liuniher 
of congregations and- stations nearly 
1,850. The seating capacity of tho 
church buildings is uB3,000. The num- 
ber of members runs up to nearly ti 
quarter of a million; increase during tho 
year, twenty thousand'. The report of 
tho committee on aged and infirm min- 
isters' fund was very gratifying, 210 bet- 
ter year having been seen in the his- 
tory of the church. Tlio home mission 
meeting in the evening attracted a 
large audience. Dr. Maclaren, Dr. Car- 
michael and Dr. Herd-niam covered work 
of missions from Quebec to British Co- 
tiumbia. Dev. Dr. Gordon, f Feruie, 
also spoke of encouraging work iu 
Dntish Columbia, and .Mr. Priug| e of 
the work in the Yukon.

— No further light has 
been thrown on the mysterious rumors 
concerning General Kurop at kin's inten- 
tions. A despatch to the Morning Post 
from Sluinghni, and to the Ourou.. ..• 
from New Ohwang, repeat the reports 
of a movement of 13,000 Itussiaus to 
Jvniping. The correspondent buys the 
live (lavs' fighting took place at Wa- 
fang, and that the Russians are em- 
ploying' 4,001) carts to remove muni- 
tions from Liaoyang to Kntyueii, fifty 
amies north of Mukden. 

The Morning I'ost's Shanghai corre- 
spondent also says that General Mictch- 
euto, has Jll.OOO cavalry of the Imperial 
Guard from Ivwangchengtsu to cut off 
the Japanese at I'itsewo. No great re- 
liance, however, should he . placed on 
these despatches, which evidently have 
.slune common Chinese origin. 

Tate Daily aitiil's correspondent at 
[Mukden, telegraphing under date of 
Juno .'!. says that lighting occurs daily 
beyond Liaoyang, hut that a decisive 
hattue is not exipected for some time. 
The Japanese plan of eauipaign is re- 
garded at Mukden as 'having now been 
definitely disclosed. They occupy the 
-Liaoyang peninsula in three divisions 
between Nengalen I Nankakingluig) and 
Wnfiingdien, with a line of communi- 
cation by the coast to their position 
at Kengwaugcliong. 

'The Standard's Tokio correspondent 
Jiientions the discredited rumor that 
General Stoessel proposed to surrender 
on the condition that the whole of the 
Port Arthur garrison should he per- 
mitted tu retire to New Chwang under 
arms.

Everything seems to indicate that the 
Republican National Convention when 
it' meets this mouth will have little 
more t<' <1<> than to ratify the nomina- 
tion of Mi'. Roosevelt for re-election as 
President of the United States. In 
reality the party has no Other possible 
candidate, .V few months ago there 
seemed to be a possibility that Senator 
Hnnua might be n candidate. dint hi* 
death removed the only prominent man 
in the Republican ranks who appeared 
to be willing to test his strength in the 
party in a struggle with the present 
Chief Magistrate as to who should oc- 
cupy the White House for the eusu- 
ing presidential term of offlee. Already 
more than two-third a of the delegates 
to the Oonventiou have been pledged 
to vote for .Mr. Roosevelt. It is pro- 
bable—wo should bo inclined to say that 
it is a fact — that the influence which 
nil 'administration has throughout the 
country by its thousands of oilice hold- 
ers, lias had a good deal to do with that 
result. Of course, Mr. Roosevelt's per- 
sonality and his vigorous assertion of 
the Monroe doctrine and of a policy not 
entirely devoid of a little spread-eagle- 
ism, have had their .effect. Notwith- 
standing this unusual agreement on the 
part of so many delegates so long be- 
fore the date fixed for the Convention, 

there are some rifts in the party. There 
is a split in the Republican ranks in 
Wisconsin. Postmaster-iGeiiernl Payne 
is alleged to have taken part; against 
Mr. La iFolette, the head of the State 
administration and an old-time leader of 
the party in that locality. This may 
lead to a divided delegation from the 
"Badger State,'' and in any ease will 

create much bitterness betw i the two 

factions. In Illinois a deadlock has 
ensued and it has so far been impos- 
sible to secure a delegation instructed 
for any candidate, each party in the 
Convention being aide to tie its oppon- 
ent, although unable to do more. The 
situation there is one that Is seldom 
seen. The newspapers in the State are 
eomnmuting upon the situation as being 
demoralising and likely to endanger the 
party's success at the polls next No- 
vember. Under ordinary circumstances 
Illinois is counted as a Republican state. 
Hut its party strength is not such a 
majority as to make it certain that such 
blunders as tlr> Republicans are now 
guilty of will not throw it into the list 
of doubtful, or even of Democratic 
states. The situation in Wisconsin is 
somewhat similar. Apart from these 
things there are other eireumstnnees 
which indicate that it is not impossible 
that the result of the ['residential eon- j 
test might depend on less than the 
votes of either of these states in the 
electoral college. Apart from what may 
bo regarded as local influences, there 
is m general influence now abroad in 
the country that may either disappear 
bet ween the Coin cm ion and t he elec- 1 
'ions or ' hec. .;im- stronger and more 
definite. Signs are not wanting that 



glceted no opportunity of impressing the 
authorities at Ottawa 'with the neces- 
sity that exists for some action. We 
believe that the Dominion Government 
has also come to realise the importance 
of (reaching an understanding between 
the two Governments, Fortunately in 
the present Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries the country has an official 
who .has an open mind on the subject 
and is willing and anxious to do his 
part to secure an adjustment of the 
matters in controversy. We understand 
that as the result of the communica- 
tions which have passed between Vic- 
toria and Ottawa on the subject, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has invited the Pro- 
vincial Government to send ;i repre- 
sentative to confer with Mr, Prefon- 
taine and his colleagues on the sub- 
ject and the meeting will take place 
about the 15th instant. Mr. Fuiton, 
the newly-appointed Provincial Secre- 
tary, hits been selected as the member 
qf the .Cabinet who will go to. Ottawa. 
He will he nccompanied by Mr. Bab- 
cock, the Provincial Fishery Commis- 
sioner, than whom there is no person 
better acquainted with the conditions 
of the fishery on this Coast. 

We iiavo great hopes that the visit 
of this delegation to Ottawa will re- 
sult in an amicable and satisfactory 
settlement of all matters in contro- 
versy in regard to our fisheries. With 
Iwth parties coming to the discussion 
of the various matters with a sincere 
desire to reach a fair and reasonable 
solution of them, there should he no 
difficulty in achieving it. It is apparent 
to everyone that the fisheries can never 
(lourish as they should do while both 
Governments assume authority in re- 
gard to them, and there is not perfect 
harmony in the policies of the two ad- 
ministrations. The prosperity of the 
fisheries is of vastly more importance 
to the Provincial Government than to 
that at Ottawa. Although the latter 
has received from the fisheries for sev- 
eral years a considerable revenue be- 
yond the amount it has disbursed in 
connection with the industry, the sum is 
a mere bagatelle in comparison with the 
Dominion general revenue. Nor do we 
think that: this revenue cuts any figure 
with the Federal authorities, since they 
must realise that the money received 
from this source should be applied to 
matters connected with the protection 
and conservation of the fisheries. Mean- 
while the Provincial Government has 
been appropriating money annually in 
connection with the fisheries, although 
it receives no revenue from that source. 
The latter Government realises that the 
present condition of the salmon fishery 
requires the expenditure of considerable 
sums of money for the erection and 
maintenance of hatcheries for the arti- 
ficial propagation of the tish, in order to

New York, June li. — During the first 
hour of today's market there were a few 
large buying orders executed In a number 
of stocks, lifting them to a higher level 
and causing the general market to harden 
In sympathy.

Tho undertone was 
kept linn by this absence of selling pres- 
sure, lint the market was lis near stagnant 
as al any time since the present neglect 
set In. The recovery In prices w..., n... 
accounted for by anything hi the day's 
news. Hxcossive rains In toe grain regions 
were counted against the prospects of the 
crops anil some rather sensational re- 
ports circulated In Wall Street of dam- 
age by Hoods. 

The nervous tone in the cotton market 
gave rise to sonic rather disturbing rumors 
ol nidii. .y troubles growing out of the 
conditions in that market, but the effect 
was Ignored on the Stock Exchange. An 
unofficial estimate of the acreage of the 
present crop and the June first conditions 
wore paid more attention to In the stock 
market than were 1 the movements In the 
cotton market Itself. The statement of 
the June Urst money In the country was 
of Interest, showing a decrease of lint 
fo3,0U3,21S for .May. in spite of heuvv 
outgo of gold. The month's decrease Is 
more than accounted for In the decline In 
gold coin and certificates, but compared 
with a year ago, the amount of money lu 
circulation has Increased $127,105,002, of 
which $00,291,971) was In gold coin and 
certiflcates. The Indifference to the pres- 
ent outflow of gold unprecedented as It is 
in volume, period covered is thus under- 
stood.

Latest advices from the western side 
of the 'Pacific show that the Japanese 
transportation companies are appealing 
pretty strongly to . their government for 
the speedy, release of the .ships taken 
by the government for war transport.

iMany of the most thoughtful and pub- 
lic-spirited men of the Dominion are 
numbered among the officers and mem- 
bers of the Canadian Association fur the 
'Pireveiitioti of Consumption nnd other 
forms of Tuberculosis, which held its 
fourth annual meeting in Ottawa on 
April 20th and 21st. Every thinking 
Jiinn and woman must be impressed with 
the necessity for united action to check 
the ravages of a disease which causes 
one death in every eight in this country, 
aud gives rise to a vast amount of suffer- 
ing aud permanent ill-liealth. It is cal- 
culated that in Canada at fho present 
moment between oO,<MX> aud 40,000 per- 
sons are Buffering from it, yet it is un- 
doubtedly a preventable disease, and oue 
that is curable In its earlier stages. 

AROUSING THE PUBLIC. 

iThe report of the executive council 
(pointed out that the operations of the 
association have combined with other in- 
fluences to concentrate public attention 
in some degree upon consumption and to 
awirken a desire for information regard- 
ing the measures which should be taken 
to slay its ravages. The secretary, Hey. 
Dr. Moore, of Ottawa, during the year, 
distributed by mail and otherwise over 
100,000 leaflets on 'ttlow to Prevent 
Consumption," ••pules for Consump- 
tives," etc. Many lectures were also 
given, with tile hearty co-operation and 
sympathy of medical health officers nnd 
other members of the medical profes- 
sion; the mayors npd members of muni- 
cipal councils, the clergy of all denomi- 
nations, and the proprietors of newspa- 
pers. As the president, Hon. Senator 
l'Mwards. pointed out, literature such as 
tho association distributes, should he in 
every home, so that the people might he 
taught the simple means by which the 
scourge may be avoided. 

While sanatoria were beljlflll lu the 
wise of those who had the disease, he be- 
lieved that tho great means of its pro- 
veiition was in education. 

IXFKI'TIOX FOR ANIMALS. 

A phase of the question in which 
farmers are' particuurly interested was 
discussed by Or. Uavenal, an eminent 
United States authority, who is an as- 
sistant, medical director of the Henry 
Phipps Institute nt Philadelphia, in an 
able address on "Animal Tuberculosis in 
Their Relation to Human Health." Dr. 
Ilavennl detailed with exactness the ad- 
vancement made in the study of con- 
sumption since Koch of Berlin, made 
his fatuous discovery of the tuberculo 
bacillus, nnd said that in the course of 
many years' experience he had not found 
any animals that were immune from tu- 
berculosis. The lecturer vigorously corn- 
batted the opiniou of Koch and others 
thai there is an essential difference be- 
tween human and bovine tuberculosis, 
and cited a large number of experiments 
in support of his view that these were 
practically identical. While admitting 
that the majority of cases of consump- 
tion were due to infection by inhalation, 
he claimed that a considerable percent- 
age could lie definitely traced to infec- 
tion through the digestive tract by food, 
particularly, milk and meat. The few 
figures available seemed to indicate that 
about !!•"> per cent of children's cases were 
due to the latter cause. Mo had no 
knowledge nf any case of nil adult be- 
coming consumptive in this way. In 
conclusion, \)r. Itavenal urged that while 
it is important lo educate the ipublic to 
build sanatoria, and to establish large 
institutions for the treatment of ad- 
vanced cases, t] )e whole duty of preven- 
tion was not being done if the possibility 
of infection from animal sources were 
neglected. The speaker was most favor-

Fresh air. light and sunshine are 
most important preventives of consump- 
tion, and till rooms occupied by consump- 
tives should be ns well lighted and ven- 
tilated as possible. Living In over- 
crowded. ill-Ventilated, dark, dirty 
rooms; Insufficient or bad food; dissipa- 
tion, or anything which enfeebles the 
constitution 'and thus impairs its power 
of resistance. Is likely tu facilitate the in- 
vasion of the system by the germs. 
There are found in vast numbers, in the 
(lust particles of the dried spit of tho 
consumptive, nnd iu the minute droplets 
sprayed into the atmosphere by the con- 
sumptive In coughing', consequently spit- 
ting about the streets or in buildings 
(churches, schools, theatres, railway .sta- 
tions, etc.), is a dangerous as well as a 
filthy habit. 

rlTHE SANATORIUM TltlOAiTiMENT. 

The ideal place for treating incipient 
cases of tubercular disease- is in the mu- 
nicipal fresh air sanatorium, where the 
patients may enjoy the best of euro, 
without being altogether removed from 
the watchfulness of their friends nnd 
family physicians. Every patient whu 
is cured in the sanatorium becomes an 
apostle of the gospel of fresh air, hence 
these institutions serve us object les- 
sons of the greatest value. It is for this 
reason mainly that the Nova iScotia gov- 
ernment 1ms just erected a sanatorium 
at Keutvllle with a capacity for 18 pa- 
tients. In the whole Dominion there are 
only four other institutions devot- 
ed to the treatment of consumption. 
Three of these are under private con- 
trol and management, and one is the 
property of the .National Sanatorium As- 
sociation of Ontario. fThe total nccom-. 
modation in all of these, with that in 
hospitals to which consumptives are ad- 
mitted, probably does nor exceed 2(H) 
beds. We are indeed poorly equipped 
for the tight, since the sufferers are so 
vast in number and SO widely distributed 
as to require a home for consumptives 
iu nearly every county. Only the 
hearty co-opera I ion of the Dominion and 
provincial governments wit 
pal councils seems likely ti 
isfiu-tory solution of the 
dealing with whai should 
tin- "great white plague.'

Three companies are now working 
inrd on Ihe Canadian isuU- of the Ni- 
agara to prepare lor generating elec- 
trical power front the Falls. Two of 

these companies are controlled by 
American capital, the third exclutsiv«'ly 
hy Canadian .and English capital. All 
expect to ,s,.|i their producl on the ICau- 
iinnu side and tn distribute power to 
points as much as 2<KJ miles distant 
from the Fulle. 

Ench company has encountered some 
interesting engineering proh'.cmti in the 
course of the work. One company, for 
example, has had to plan for a roof 
of unusual strength over its power 
house, because il is expected that the 
spray from the Falls in winter wjll 
thatch tho roof with live feet of solid 
ice. 

No part of the work is; more inter- 
esting than that undertaken by the 
Canadian company. The penstock, or 
groal trench, of this company, at the 
ho! torn' (if which will he placed the 
turbines that are to geiiernte the power, 
is l.SKJtl feet from the centre of the 
IHorseslioo Calls. 

This -rear trench is to be lfKD feet 
deep by -pill IV | long and J50 feel wide. 
The problem presented was to dis- 
charge the water fr the bottom of 

this trench after it had passed through 
the turbines and done its work.

That the pence of the world and the 
repose of Europe should ever depend 
upon a decision made at Tokio by the 
Mikado and his ministers is a fact of 
-which the great Napoleon never dream- 
ed, and which would have greatly sur- 
prised Prince Bismarck, Hut the con- 
sequence of the expansion of European 
races to the cuds of the earth have made 
this not only possible but actual. In 
this way M. Hone Pinon begins in the 
iBevue des Deux Jlondcs a study 'of the 
struggle between the world powers for 
Th control of the Pacific ocean. "The 
Pacific becomes a Mediterranean," is a 
paradox of yesterday which has become 
-a realty of today. 

Around this gigantic sea most of the 
great powers which for ceuturies in 
(Europe have been the loaders in history 
.no represented. England, Germany, 
Russia, Prance and Holland have taken 
their positions ou this battlefield of the 
future. They have, established their 
■counting -houses close by their markets. 
Here we have on this scene the old na- 
tions in competition with the youngest 
states to which they have given birth— 
the United Stales, the Dominion of Can- 
ada, the Australian Federation— and 
Japan." 

AUL-IM1FORTANCE OF THE FAB 
EAST. 

That power which exploits the riches 
of China will dominate the great ocean. 
Jn i ho words of Prince Henry of Or- 
leans, "He who knows how to make 
Jii> voice heard in the extreme Orient 
can also talk very loudly in the rest ut 
the world." 

•M. Pinon considers in order the dif- 
ferent countries which have interests in 
the Pacific. It is Japan's supreme aim, 
Jie says "to create and sustain an army 
.-mil navy able to vanquish Russia, and 
in exercise hegemony in the waters of 
the Far East; to assume at the same 
time the role of educator of the celestial 
umpire, protector of its integrity and 
arouser of its energies; to place the 
yellow race in such a condition that it 
will be able to drive the Europeans from 
Far Eastern Asia, take from them their 
•/colonies, free all the yellow peoples, and 
dominate like an Asiatic Great Britain 
•over all the seas and islands of thd 
Western Pacific." 

The writer elaborates his argument as 
to the necessity for Japanese expansion 
for reasons of overpopulation. Having 
Formosa, which is a strong strategic- 
point in the Pacific, Japan, he continues, 
must have Korea, and, in the end, Man- 
churia also, lie does not believe that, 
even though victorious the Japanese 
could seriously harm Russia. It would 
be better for them, he argues, to come 
to an understanding with the Muscovite 
now. 

EXTEU THE UNITED STATES. 
'The appearance of the United States 
in the extreme Orient he characterizes as 
• dramatic. When Admiral Dewey de- 
stroyed the Spanish Ueet at Manila Bay, 
the United States became, "not only a 
commercial power of the first order, but 
a territorial and military power." He 
believes that President Roosevelt in 

■ openly aiming tit the control of the Pa- 
cific, lie enumerates the strategic ad- 
vantages of American possessions wash- 
ed by Pacific waters, and recounts Amer- 
ican' commercial triumphs in the Far 
East. The Americanization of Asia, he 
says, has begun, and the completion o( 
thi- Panama canal "will realize the au- 

■ dacious predictions of President Uoose- 
volt." Japan "caught between the ex- 
pansion of the Russian and the Ameri- 
can. -can she succeed in remaining a 
great power.- This is one of the mosl 
interesting iproblems of the future. Oeul 
Britain, he declares, will not dominate 
the Pacific, because her various posses- 
sions in and on the waters of that ocean 
have no common inter si. Australia and 
Canada have the most vital concern, bul 
nothing in common with the resi of th< 
Empire. 'Tin- alliance with Japan, "if

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George E. Winkler, writing from Pen- 
ticton, B, C, to the Winnipeg 'Tribune, 
under date of May IS, says : 

Since last writing you from the Boun- 
dary I .have spent three years in the 
-Nicola, Similkameen ami Okanagan val- 
leys, the three principal valleys in Brit- 
ish Columbia dry belt, and it occurred 
to mo that a fetter giving some particu- 
lars of these districts might prove in- 
teresting reading to a number of Tri- 
bune readers who desire information re- 
garding the fruit growing capabilities of 
southern British Columbia. 

The Okanagan valley is by far tho 
best kuown section of British Colum- 
bia to Manitoba people, and Cvfani- 
tobans are to be found scattered from 
one end of it to the other, a condition 
of affairs that has been brought about 
almost entirely within the last seven 
years since I first lived on the upper 
portion of the valley. 

'Manitob.ms make good settlers in this 
province, for as a class they will com- 
pare favorably in thrift and intelligence 
with people from any part id' Canada; 
and the obstacles to be overcome in 
this country by settlers on uncleared 
lands appear easy to them after having 
pioneered it on the great plains. 

In a trip 1 made from Pcntieton to 
Vernon last fall to attend the annual 
fair there, 1 was constantly meeting peo- 
ple from the prairie province all along 
the route. They all appeared happy 
and contented in their new homes anil I 
failed to hear a word of complaint or 
dissatisfaction from any one of them. 

To show the wonderful productiveness 
of the Okanagan, 1 will give you the re- 
sults obtained by one fruit grower from 
south western Manitoba, who has been 
living for some years In the mission val- 
ley, near Kelowna. He stated to me that 
last season lie grew Pi tons of prunes on 
acres of land, foi which he received 
$2S a ton, $400 at the packing house. 

Had he packed them himself his re- 
turns would have been considerably 



As can be readily understood, the 
choice fruit lands of the Okanagan liava 
been rapidly settled Tip during the past 
few years and large shipments 1 (increas- 
ing yearly as more trees begin to bear! 
are being made every season to the Koo- 
tenai's and the Northwest. One pack- 
ing house in Kelowna shipped an aver- 
age of live carloads a week for over 
two months last season. 

A choice lot of Northern Spy apples 
was shipped as far ns Glasgow, Scot- 
land. 

Fruit raised in southern Brit'sh Co- 
lumbia is remarkably free from worms 
and other .posts, and in texture and 
flavor compares well with tin; best 
grown. A. large number of prizes at the 
Spokane fruit fair are always awarded 
to British Columbia grown fruit. 

(The Nicola valley, although not so 
well known as the Okanagan, has a 
good reputation throughout I!. C. as a 
cattle-raising district, and while growing 
a little fruit, such as cherries, tipples 
and the hardier varieties of plums and 
pears, iu favored spots, is not well 
suited for general fruit growing for 
market purposes as the Okanagan and 
Similkameen valleys, the altitude being 
too high in the Nicola for peaches ami 
other sub-tropical fruits. 

While at present occupying a very 
secondary place to the Okanagan from 
the fruit-grower's standpoint, due large- 
ly to tho lack of transportation facili- 
ties la drawback that promises to be 
-oon remedied), the Similkameen valley 
is destined in the future to rival, if not 
outstrip, her famous sister valley, the 
t Ikanagan. 

For a distani f fifty miles or more 

between the international boundary line 
and lledlet there are large areas of ex- 
cellent fruit lands, at present being used 
for pasture, which will be utilized to 
grow tin- luscious grape and pencil.

Barely a year 
afterward, in November, 1S04, another 
etorm had doubled the width ami depth' 
of the bayou. 

All of the witnesses testified that 
Creole Pass, now one of the largest in. 
that section, (100 feet wide and corres- 
pondingly deep, did not exist, twenty- 
■live years ago. It had been born in 
tsome" great storm- -exactly when no 
one knows, for no one was present at 
ins birth— and since then it had grown 
in "jumps," as it were, not widening 
gradually, but at each storm or convul- 
sion of nature. What was true of 
Creole Push and Three Mile Bayon was 
equally (rue of the other bayous of that 
section, Bnyou I. outre. Nine Mile Ba- 
you, Petite Pass; Little Pass, which 
bad grown lurger than Grand Pass; 
Blind Pass and Treasure Bay. New 
lagoons, passfe and bayous were con- 
stantly being disintegrated and washed 
away by the waves and tides. then 
gradually into a bay. and finally into 
a bayou. 

On the other hand, the points, like 
tho islands, were being gradually 
washed away. Point Chicot, it was- tes- 
tified had almost completely disappear- 
ed. Where it extended ten years ago 
iwas marked by a few trunks of trees, 
destroyed by the stream and rising 
above' the water, which had destroyed 
it. 

The disappearance of the forests which 
formerly prevailed through the coast 
or prairie region is one of the marked 
features of the coast change- and large- 
ly accounts for it. The trees had for- 
merly given the land some stability ami 
protected it from the ocean. The ocean 
uprooted these guardians and then des- 
troyed the land. Far out in what is 
now the Gulf of Mexico the .stumps of 
the dead trees can be found, and any 
excavations made in the bayous and 
bays bring to light thousands- of stumps 
which show that the land must origi- 
nally have been densely wooded, ft is 
altogether treeless now, denuded by the 
storms. 

'The Ohnndeleurs, originally wooded, 
are now bare of everything but a few 
ibtisbes. Many of the witnesses testi- 
fied that thev remember an abundance 
of trees iu tbis section. AH are gone. 
The cypresses at Point Chicot wore the 
last to resist the ocean and the storm. 
They are now well out to sea. rising 
like spectres above the ocean, and what 
is true of Point Chicot is equally true 
of Point Comfort and all the other 
points— they are being rapidly ground 
down
